Before leaving Governor Dorsey’s at- 
tention was called to an advertisement 
of the Wiliam Schley Howard cam- 
paign committee, in a Georgia newspa- 
per, in which a letter attributed to the 
governor and addressed to Rev. J. E. 
Summer, of Parrott, Ga., was being used 
by the Howard organization in an 

ort to shew that the governor was 
favorable to or an advocate of the can- 
didacy of Mr. Howard. 

Governor Dorsey promptly repudiated 
any use of the leter in question in an 
effort to commit him to the interests 
of any candidate in the United States 
senate in Georgia, and issued the fol- 
lowing statement regarding the same: 


“f regret that any lIetter from 
me should havé been used by the 
overzealous friends of any candi- 
date to convey the impression that 
I am advocating the cause of that 
eandidate. Any one reading the 
letter refered to will readily ‘see 
that it bears on its face the com- 
plete refutation of the purpose for * 
which it has been used. From the 
inception of the eampaign I have 
refrained from championing the 
enuse of any candidate, and I have 
not recently, or at any other time, 
varied that policy. Any effort to 
ereate a contrary impression will 
operate not only as an injustice to 
me, but as an injustice to the re- 
maining cnahdidates and to _ the 
voters of Georgia.” 


HARRIS DECLARES 
GOVERNOR FOR HIM 


When shown the statement of Gov- 
ernor Dorsey last night William J. Har- 
ris, at his campaign headquarters in 
the Kimball, declared that he had noted 
the Howard yse of the letter of Gov- 
ernor Dorsey to Rev. Mr. Summer, and 
the efforts of the Howard organization 
to make capital out of it by attempt- 
ing to fool the people with the false 
idea that Governor Dorsey was favor- 
able to the candidacy of Howard. 

“J have not dignified this one of 


many eleventh-hour canards, born of 
despotism, by any kind of a reply for 
the reason. that nearly everybody in 


Georgia knows thet Governor Hugh M., 


Dorsey is for me, and will vote for me, 
and they also know that any effort 
to mislead them to the contrary is, not 
only a sign of weakness, but the reck- 
less grasping at anything upon which 
they think they can base a hope of 
muddying the waters—regardless of the 
kick-back that any less desperate and 
despairing crowd could gee and un- 
derstand.

PRIMARY THE FIRST 
UNDER NEILL LAW 


There Is No Conwention 
Juggling. Possible Under 
Statute Which Will Gov- 
ern Wednesday’s Election. 


The first state-wide primary under 
the Neill law, enacted in 1917, will be 
held in Georgia tomorrow. 

The law provides that the candidate 
receiving the highest number of vofes 
for any one office, in any county, shall 
be the nominee of that .county, and 
shall thereby take the electoral vote 
of the county. The electoral vote is 
double. the representation of that 
county in the lower house of the gen- 
eral assembly. 

The law also provides that a candi- 
date to be the democratic nominee of 
the state shail have a majority of the 
county unit, or electoral votes. 

There are 152 counties tn Georgia 
with a combined electoral vote of 380. 
It therefore will require 191 electoral} 
votes to declare any candidate the 
nominee in the first primary. If any 
candidate fails to receive 191 electoral 
votes, then the two candidates for a 
specific office showing the highest 
number of electoral votes shall run it 
off in a second primary to be held on 
the 2d of October.

Constitution’s Forecast. 

In political circles yesterday The Con- 
stitution’s pre-election forécast of Sun- 
day was the generai theme of discus- 
sion, and it was generally accepted as 
indicating the final results of the bal- 
loting. 

These forecasts have never failed in 
the past. The people of Georgia are 
taken into the confidence of this news- 
paper as to just what system is em- 
ployed to get at the facts as accurately 
and as impartially as possible for hu- 
man agency to devise; and the ‘public 
has learned not only to appreciate the 
reliability of the pre-election figures 
fathered by The Constitution, but to 
be governed largely by it. 

Accordingly, betting in the Kimball 
yesterday was largely predicated upon 
the practical certainty of W. J. Harris 
being the democratic nominee for the 
senate. Harris money, on the straight 
offering of “Harris to win,” was posted 
in practically unlimited amounts, but 
there were few takers, 
two small bets of the kind being avail- 
able during the day and evening. 

In the lobby betting, Howard money 
was not in evidence in any angle of 
the offerings except that the DeKalb 
candidate would ia the third in the 
running. 

Eleventh-Hour Canards. 

As usual the eleventh-hour canards 
are furnishing the features of the clos- 
ing hours of the campaign. Most of 
these canards are emanating from the 
headquarters of Mr. Howard, one of 
them a letter, alleged to have been 
written by Governor Hugh Dorsey, and 
used adroitly with the purpose of mak- 
ing it appear that the governor favored 
the candidacy of Mr. Howard. Gov- 
ernor Dorsey saw this advertisement 
in Washington and very promptly re- 
pudiated its use for the purposes to 
which it had been put, declaring in no 
uncertain language that he had re- 
frained consistently from championing 
the cause of any candidate: and as a 
matter of fact the very text ofthe ijet- 
ter refut@d unmistakably the impres- 
sion atgémpted to be created by the 
Howard oragnization.

EXEMPTION RULES 
STATED BY GROWDER 


No Deferred Classification 
on Occupational Grounds 
Unless Men Are in Abso- 
lutely Essential Work. 


Washington, September 9.—The new 
priorities classification of industry an- 
nounced yesterday by the war indus- 
tries board will not bind district draft 
boards in determining deferred classi- 
fication on accupational grounds of 
men between the ages of 18 and 45 
years, who are to register Thursday. 
The boards may determine that other 
industries are necessary, but in grant- 
ing deferred classifications they must 
satisfy themselves that the industry is 
necessary, and, further, that the in- 
dividual registrant is essential to the 
industry. 

What Regulations Provide. 

These facts were disclosed by Provost 
Marshal General Crowder’s plans for 
applying a more liberal occupational 
exemption scheme in classifying the 
new registrants, which was made pub- 
lic today, together with the complete 
text of the amended draft regulations 
and a supplement to the questionnaire 
explaining to registrants the sections 
in which facts relating to their classi- 
fication should be noted. . 

The regulations provide that the ad- 
visory committee of three to each dis- 
tri¢t board, one to be named by the 
department of labor, one by the de- 
partment of agriculture and the third 
by the board itself, may introduce at 
hearings on deferred claasification the 
war industries board priorities list, but 
adds: 

“Such lists shall not be regarded as 
binding upon the district board in its 
conclusions as. to whether or not any 
particular industry, occupation, em- 
ployment, including agriculture, is a 
necessary industry, occupation or em- 
ployment. within the meaning of the 
law and regulations, nor shall such 
lists prevent the district board from 
holding as necessary any industry, oc- 
cupation, or employment, including 
agriculture, not contained therein. 
Such preference lists and other facts 
and information in the possession of 
such advisors will supplement the in- 
formation in possession of the district 
boards, and will also be used to assist 
the district boards in dealing with 
specific cases.” . 

Methods for Boards to Follow. 

Detailing the method boards are to 
follow, the regulations say a regis- 
trant shall be considered entitled to ex- 
emption only when “completely en- 
gaged” in an occupation the boards 
class as essential; when his removal 
would result in substantial damage to 
the enterprise, and when “the available 
supply of persons competent in the ca- 
pacity is such that the registrant can- 
not be replaced without direct, substan- 
tial, material loss and detriment to the 
effective operation of the enterprise.” 

Further restricting the granting of 
deferred classification on industrial 
grounds, the regulations notify boards 
that they should consider, among other

Americans Gain 


Sharp Advance on the 
Aisne Front in the Face 
of Stiff German Opposi- 
ie. 


* With the American Army on the 
Aisne Front, September 9.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—In the face of the 
stiffest machine gunfire since the 
Americans crossed the Vesle in force, 
American infantrymen today advanced 
at certain points on a curved line ex- 
tending from Glennes to Vieil-Arcy. 

The advance was preceded by a heavy 
artillery bombardment, which contin- 
ued all Sunday night. 

From the plateau the Americans fook 
up positions in the ravines which drain 
northward, but the advance was nec- 
essarily cautious owing to the com- 
manding position of La Petite Mon- 
tague, which is the highest point in 
that region. The French and Ameri- 
can artillery bombarded this mountain, 
where the Germans had built strong 
emplacements for heavy machine guns, 
and also kept up a continuous fire upon 
all points where the German artillery 
had been endeavoring to hold back the 
advancing infantry. 

Germans Throw Shells. 

During the day the Germans threw 
shells into Fismes, Bazoches, Bianzy 
and other places in an effort to check 
the allied troop movement. There was

St. Gobain Forest Being

ADVANCE ON CAMBRAI

Haig’s Men Take Their Old 
Positions Dominating Gou- 
zeacourt — Germans Have 
Massed Artillery of All 
Calibers and Seem Re- 
solved to Make Desperate 
Stand.

New York, September 9.—(By Agsso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—The Germans have mark- 
ledly stiffened their resistance against 
the allied armies from the region of 
Arras to Rheims, but their efforts to 
ward off further encroachments into 
the territory they are holding have 
failed. 

All along the front the German big 
guns are violently in action while ma- 
chine guns in vast numbers are being 
used in front of strategic potnts which 
the allies are endeavoring to gain 
Nevertheless, the British have dug 
more deeply into the sector southwest 
of Cambrai, capturing important posi- 
tions on the four-mile front between 
the Havrincourt wood and Pieziere, re- 
gaining their old trench positions dom- 
inating Gouzeacourt and capturing 
Gouzeaucourt wood. 

To the south the French are only a 
short distance west of St. Quentin and 
are *at the gates of LaFere. On this 
last-named sector the French daily 
are enlarging their turning movement 
against the St. Gobain forest, the con- 
quest of which would remove the 
greater barrier to an allied advance in 
force eastward toward Laon in an out- 
flanking movement against both the 
Aisne and-Chemin-des-Dames position 
of the enemy. 


MANGIN’S STRATAGEM 
FEARED BY GERMANS. 


Soissons also are offering most deter- 
mined resistahce against the French, 
realizing that should General Mangin’'s 
Strategy prove successful the ertire 
German line eastward to Rhetms nec- 
essarily would be compelled to under- 
go marked readjustment. Thousands 
of machine gus and guns of larger 
caliber are roaring away against the 
French both from the St. Gobain forest 
and the plateau above the Ailette riv- 
er northeast of Soissons. 


" Along the Aisne the Germans are

Way unimpeded northward in case of 
a quick rush by the French toward 
Laon, a maneuver which seems in the 
making by Marshal Foch‘s forces. 
Large numbers of reinforcements have 
been rushed up by the Germans here 
and also along the Aisne front, where 
the Americans are fighting along side 
the French. 

Particular attention is being given by 
the Germans to the three hinges of 
their line—in Flanders, northeast of 
Soissons and around Rheims. A break 
through at either point by the allies 
would spell disaster to the enemy. 
Therefore the German high command 
is buttressing them for eventualities. 
In Flanders the German strategy seems 
to be the obliteration of points vul- 
nerable to sharp assaults. Particularly 
is this noticeable along the Lys river 
south of Ypres, where the Germans are 
reported to have removed all their ar- 
tillery to the east side of the river, 
and a little to the north around 
Wytschhete, where the British have ad- 
vanced their line nearly a mile, and 
apparently with slight opposition. 


GERMANS MASS 
THEIR ARTILLERY. 


The concentration of artillery of all 
calibers, including machine guns and 
large bodies of men in the region of 
Soissons, where every nook and cranny 
of the rolling country contains hordes 
of defenders, proves the importance 
the enemy places in holding this ter- 
ritory, while nothing is being left un- 
done in the region around Rheims to 
strengthen in gun and manpower the 
‘German line against the assaults the 
Germans apparently realize are soon to 
come. 

_ After virtually two months of hard 
fighting in which from Arras to the 
Marne, the Germans everywhere have 
been worsted. General Foch has given 
no outward indication that he is to 
permit the Germans a breathing spell. 
The greater portion of the German de- 


fensive system in the -battle zone al- 
ready has been dmolished, or is in the 
process of demolition or of being made 
untenable. Less than thirty miles of 
the old Hindenburg line remain intact. 
This is from the southwest of Cambrai 
to La Fere and the British and French 
are virtually upon it at distances rang- 
ing from a half mile to six miles at 
the farthest, where the British and 
French are standing west of St. Quen- 
tin. When the drive began St. Quentin 
was thirty-eight miles distant from the 
allied front. 


GERMAN FORCES 
AT LAST MAKING 
SERIOUS STAND 


London, September 9.—The battle on 
the western front is entering a new 


—— 


phrase. The enemy at last is making 
a serious stand just short of positions 
commonly called the Hindenburg line— 
positions which, however, already have 
been bitten into by the British from 
the Gensee river to Moeuvres and 
touched by the French in the St. Go- 
bain region at Servais and Bassoles- 
Aulers. 

The Germans are doubling their rear 


to slow up the encroaching tide of the 
allies. Their efforts have been vain, 
for both the French and _ British 
pushed forward yesterday in the di- 
rection of St. Quentin. The French 
made such progress across the Crozat 
canal that the enemy no longer can 
hope to defend it. 

General Humbert’s center is at the 
gates of LaFere and General Mangin's 
left is beginning to creep around the 
St. Gobain forest by the west, while 
his right beat off the enemy's attacks 
by which the Germans sought to cling 
to the Aisne front. 

Ladendorfft Werks for Respite. 

General Ludendorfft is working for 
the respite which he must have if he is 
to sort out his disorganized divisions 
and try to whip up some sort of a 
strategic reserve. This respite, he 
hopes his shortened front, requiring 
less men in the line, will give him. 
Marshal Foch ts likely to be aware, 
ee whether the enemy is suf- 
ficiently weakened and demoralized to 
be smashed in at some part of the pres- 
ent battle front or whether a stroke 
elsewhere would be advisable, thus 
giving a-rest to the armies that have 
fought so indefatigable for the past 
two months. 

No belief, however, is expressed here 
but that the allies are still holding the

In Strong Letter to Voters of the Fifth District He Shows 
the Weakness of Those Who Oppose Him for Con- 
gress—Says They Are Unsettled in Position and 
Out of Sympathy With People.

While men are being cut down on 
the battle front of liberty, as trees 
of the forest are hewn by the ruthless 
ax of the woodman, the question of 
childhood conservation becomes an 
overwhelming issue. I favor a national 
child-labor law, and if elected will 
press this legislation in behalf of 
civilization. 

I favor government ownership of all 
public utilities, as the best means of 
maintaining the people’s rights, and 
of paying off an immense war debt, aod 
lifting a bufdensome tax yoke from 
the necks of a people that are making 
tremendous sacrifices for all the rights 
that inherently belong to them. 

One of my opponents, Mr, Watkins, 
using the argument of the interests, 
‘makes the old scarecrow cry of negro 
conductors, engineers and firemen. The 
people of the Fifth district are not so 
ignorant as to be caught with this 
cheap chaff. They are better informed 
than Mr. Watkins, whose changing 
theories in the discussion of this ques- 
tion shows him to be an adept in silly 
sophistry and cheap demagogy. 

The government owns the railroads 
today. Are there any negro conductors 
and engineers? The people of this 
district have not forgotten the violence 
that resulted from the Georgia rail- 
road’s insolent insistence in keeping 
negro firemen on that road.

Are there any negro postmasters? No, 
there never will be—and there never 
will be negro conductors, engineers and 
firemen on the railroads under govern- 
ment ownership.

The country chairmen of the Atlanta 
Fourth Liberty Loan zone, which com- 
prises some thirty-four counties, met 
Monday for an all-day session at the 
Capital City club, at which time details 
were worked out for the Mg drivecom- 
mencing on September 28. 

The meeting *was opened by Robert 
E. Harvey, chairman of the Atlanta 
zone, and W. C. Wardlaw, chairman of 
the executive committee of the sixth 
district, presided. A feature of the 
morning session was the adoption of 
the individual quota method of solicita- 
tion. Under this system every person 
~ in each oounty will be given a definite 
quota of bonds, based on his tax re- 
turns, and an effort will be made to 
get the full amount from each man. 

Among the speakers at the first ses- 
sion were M. B, Wellborn, chairman of 
the board of the Federal Reserve bank. 
Mr. Wellborn’s remarks were largely 
in the nature of a welcome to the 
county chairmen.

Many inquiries having been received 
at the office of The Constitution re- 


garding the redistricting of the city 
the purpose of electing the new 
board of education the plan is again 
given in detail in order that all may 
become familiar with the manner in 
which the city wards have been com- 
bined by the city ordinance that was 
passed last Monday.

EDITORIAL FROM THE 1918 ANNUAL 
OF THE GEORGIA FEDERATION OF 


LABOR. 


‘‘As goon as it was learned that Mr. How- 
ard would not be a candidate to succeed him- 
self the friends of Alonzo Field immediately 
began making preparations to elect him con- 
gressman from the Fifth Georgia district: We 
take great pleasure in editorially comment- 
ing upon his candidacy and personality. 

Mr. Field was born in Griffin in 1869 and 
moved to Stone Mountain at the age of seven. 
He has lived in DeKalb, Gwinnett and Ful- 
ton counties, and has a host of friends in all 
three. 

While still a youngster he taught school 
summers, and. began reading law at nineteen. 
After five years of preparation he entered 
upon his chosen profession in 1891 in Atlanta, 
more than twenty years ago. 


Right from the start Alonzo Field made a 
success at law, and during his more than 
twenty years of professional experience he 
has been the leading attorney in hundreds of 
important cases in the courts of the state. He 
is known from one end of the State to the 
other as a successful lawyer, and numbers his 
i:.ends and acquaintances literally by the 
hundreds, 

Mr. Field served as a member of the 
Georgia Legislature from DeKalb county 
during the sessions of 1909 till 1914, and was 

2 “ee eee then elected to the State Senate from the 
ieee Thirty-fourth Senatorial district, which posi- 
ef o tion he now holds. 

During the years he has served as a mem- 
ber of the lower house of the legislature Mr. 
Field served on committees that were active 
in securing some of the best constructive leg- 
islation that Georgia has had in many years, 
and he is now chairman of the General Judi- 
ciary Committee No. 1, of the Senate, and is 
vice chairman of several other committees.

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Statement Made By Alonzo Field: 


I anticipate that the laboring people will remember the position that 
I took with reference to the work or fight bill. I had but little patience 
with the bill from the start, but it was indorsed by the Federation of La- 
bor, the Farmers’ Union and others, and the bill as introduced in the Sen- 


ate I voted for. When this bill reached the House same was savagely 
amended. Two features especially were stricken from the bill, to-wit, 
the question of a “standard scale of wages,” was stricken and amended 
by inserting “reasonable wages;” this was very dangerous to the work- 
ing man. The House also by amendment stripped the bill of the question 
of “temporary differences.” This placed the laboring man under very 
undue disadvantage; all of which was an injury to his financial interests 
and seriously antagonistic to his liberties, and very: much to the advan- 
tage of the employers. When the bill as amended was returned to the 
Senate | took occasion to seriously and earnestly advocate the non-con- 
currence in the House amendment, and the Senate agreed with my posi- 
tion. It was then that the House asked for a conference and the President 
of .the Senate appointed Senator Walter B. Andrews, Senator Ed Wohl- 
wender and myself as a Senate Committee. Automatically the appoint- 
ment as made made me chairman of the Senate committee, and by cour- 
tesy automatically made me chairman of the Senate and House commit- 
tee. Senators Andrews.and Wohlwender and the members constituting 
that conference committee will bear test that when the contentions advo- 
cated by the House in the conference committee were voted upon I stated 
that the bill and the conference committee’s report would not be con- 
firmed or agreed to by my vote and that I would fight same, and then 
the conference committee agreed with me, and we gave to the labor lead- 
ers not only what they asked for but more, and this agreement was con- 
firmed by both houses of the General Assembly. : 


I notice in The Journal and The Constitution and the county papers 


‘ that my good friend, Hon. John C. White, candidate for Congress, says 


that he is the author of the bill “increasing the age of consent” passed 
by the last session of the General Assembly of Georgia. In this he is mis- 
taken, for he will remember that Senator Denny, of Rome, introduced the 
bill in the Senate and same was referred to the committee of which I was 
chairman, to-wit, the General Judiciary No. 1. This committee appoint- 
ed a sub-committee and this sub-committee amended and changed the 
bill considerably, and the bill as amended before my .committee was 
passed by the Senate and sent to the House. When it was reached in the 
House Dr. White did offer a substitute and the House passed the substi- 
tute and sent it back to the Senate. When the Senate reached the substi- 
tute bill it was disagreed to by the Senate, and the House asked for a con- 
ference, and the President of the Senate appointed Hon. Walter P. An- 
drews and myself from the Senate and the Speaker of the House appoint- 
ed Dr. John C. White and Hon. John Bale from Floyd as their committee. 
We met and fhe committee advocated the Senate bill and the House re- 
ceded from White’s substitute bill, and the Senate bill as introduced in 
the Senate and amended as above stated became the law of this State. 
The Journals of the House and Senate will bear me out in this statement. 


When I was first elected to the Legislature the common schools of 
this State were receiving but little over two million dollars per annum. | 
have persistenly helped the common school interests of Georgia, and have 
lived to see the time when they are to get over four million dollars per 
annum. I hope to see this amount increased from year to year as rapidly 
as the financial circumstances of the State-will permit. . 

I have taken part in much interesting and valuable legislation that I 
am sure the péople of the Fifth District remember. I state.the three 
items above only that the people may know that I myself am in the lan 
of the living.

Some More of 


Judge Hill’s 


Record 


Judge Hill’s” Campaign Committee and Judge Hill, 
himself, over his own signature, in the public print, have 
sought to inject the Pollard case into the race between 
himself and John D. Humphries for the Judgeship of the 
Superior Court, Criminal Division. They know that Pol- 
lard has nothing to do with John Humphries’ campaign. 
They know that Mr. Humphries does not stand for law- 
lessness and does not represent the criminal element, and 
haye admitted that he is a clean, capable and upright gen- 
tleman. The charges made by Judge Hill and his cam- 
paign committee were simply for the purpose of mislead- 
ing the voters and to blacken and defeat Mr. Humphries. 

Judge Hill’s conduct, however, in injecting the Pollard 
case demands consideration. It is charged that Judge Hill 
will play politics on the bench with the life or liberty of an 
individual, standing as an accused in his court; and here 
is evidence of it. Pollard was convicted in Judge Hill’s 
Court. His case is now in the Appellate Court on appeal, 
and has to come back to Judge Hill either for a new trial 
or to be sentenced. Here is a case of a man accused at the 
bar of his court, where Judge Hill has to pass upon his 
liberty, where he should be impartial, unbiased and judicial 
in his relationship to the prisoner; yet, in order to further 
his re-election as Judge, he drags this man’s case before 
the public and plays politics with it. If Judge Hill would 
thus play politics with the Pollard case, would he not also 
play politics with any other human being who might stand 


before him accused of crime, if by so doing he could serve - 


his own political advantage? | 

Mr. Humphries’ Campaign Committee have heretofore 
anything to do with the Pollard case or with the dynamit- 
ers, or with the lawless element and his life of twenty-five 
years at the Atlanta bar has been devoted to the main- 
tenance of law and order. : 

Mr. Humphries Campaign Committee have heretofore 
published a list of automobile cases where individuals have 
confessed to stealing anywhere from one to twenty cars, 
and have been paroled by Judge Hill. To this published 
record, Judge Hill replied by publishing a statement by one 
John M. Harrison. John M. Harntison is at the head of the 
Automobile Underwriters’ Detective Bureau, which is a 
Detective Bureau maintained by Insurance Companies, who 
insure against theft of cars. His interest is to recover all 
the stolen cars he can. He is not interested in the punish- 
ment given to the thief. Through Harrison’s influence, 
Judge Hill has granted immunity to automobile thieves, 
who have confessed to stealing nearly one hundred cars, 
when they would disclose the location of the stolen cars, in 
absolute disregard of the law and of the public. The 
county has spent large sums of money to catch and bring 
back these automobile thieves, and the Court was not in- 
tended to be run in the interest of Insurance Companies. 
or to be used by them as a Collection Agency. John M. 
Harrison and the interests he represents are not under oath 


to enforce and uphold the law and Judge Hill is, and was 


elected for this purpose. : 


The following are some other cases that appear from 
the record in Judge Hill’s Court: : 


State vs. A. C. Fitzgerald. 


Case of larceny after trust. Fitzgerald was a book- 
keeper and confidential man employed by a lumber con- 
cern in Atlanta. He embezzled something like $13,741.00 
and fled the state. He was finally located in Los Angeles, 
Cal., and at great expense was brought back to Atlanta and 
tried before Judge Hill. He pleaded guilty and was given 
12 months by Judge Hill, but the sentence was suspended, 
and he was put on probation. 


State vs. Charlie Hillyer. 


Charlie Hillyer was a lawyer. He was indicted on 12 
indictments for forgery of bonds, etc. Was tried and found 


guilty. He was fined $300 by Judge Hill, to be paid in 12 


monthly installments, and Hillyer set free. 


State vs. Mose Henderson. 


Mose Henderson is a negro, who killed his wife in cold 
blood without any extenuating circumstances. He was 
tried on October 28th, 1916, and found guilty of murder. 
He was represented by Lamar Hill, a relative of Judge 
Hill, who made a motion for new trial, and in Judge Hill’s 
private office the new trial was granted, the negro was! 
allowed to plead guilty to voluntary manslaughter, and 
was sentenced to five years by Judge Hill. 


Scott vs. Scott. 


This was a divorce case, filed in Fulton Superior Court 
in the Civil Division. Under the rules of our court, it is 
required that when a divorce case is filed it must wait a 
certain length of time upon the docket before the first ver- 
dict can be taken, and then it must wait two terms before 
the second verdict can be taken, and the rules further pro- 
vide that undefended divorce cases shall be set down and a 
calendar made up of these and they are always published 
in The Fulton County Daily Report, so that the defendant’s 
counsel may be notified and on hand to protect the interests 
of the defendant. Under the practice, Judge Hill tries only 
criminal business and does not sit in the Civil Division, 
yet, notwithstanding these, rules of practice, which were 
binding on Judge Hill, andgin disregard of them, he per-

AS ‘THE CAMPAIGN CLOSES. 


The hour is about to strike when Georgia, 
by its choice of a successor to United States 
Senator Hardwick, must record its attitude 
toward the democratic national administra- 
tion and the administration’s war policies.

wife be elected by a minority vote under 
our peculiar county-unit primary election 


system. 

In the letter of the national committee- 
man to President Wilson there was not a 
line, a word nor a syllable affording the 
Slightest grounds for the campaign of in- 
temperance, personal abuse, viciousness and 
vindictiveness that has been prosecuted by 
Mr. Howard and his campaign organization 
against the national committeeman for 
Georgia. 

The Constitution has not essayed to 
answer it in kind, because it was univer- 
sally recognized as a campaign camouflage 
intended only to divert popular attention 
from the appeal of the president for the 
election of Mr. Harris! 

So palpable and so transparent was this 
fact that no reply was necessary. ; 

The president’s letter undoubtedly was a 
staggering and a bewildering blow to the 

Howard forces, and yet Mr. Howard brought 
onto himself all the discomfiture that he 
has suffered from it! 

He had gone directly to the president and 
sought presidential advice as to his possible 
candidacy, and he got it. He acquiesced in 
President Wilson’s suggestion that he sup- 
port Mr. Harris; all of which took place 
months before the national committeeman 
for Georgia communicated with the presi- 
dent relative to the senatorial situation in 
Georgia. | 

As to the personal animus of the cam- 
paign directed against the national commit- 
teeman, he is perfectly indifferent to it, 
recognizing the fact that such is often one 
of the penalties that a man suffers for per- 
forming his duty! 

And if ever a national committeeman 
had a duty to perform, it certainly was the 
duty of the member from Georgia to call 
attention to the grave danger of the re- 
election by a minority vote of a man whose 
return to the senate would be tantamount to 
Georgia’s open and flagrant repudiation of 
the administration’s war measures and of 
the whole attitude of the country as regards 
this war for human freedom! The re#iec 
tion of Hardwick could be regarded as noth- 
ing less than serving notice upon our boys 
now in France that, while they are offering 
their blood and their lives in defense of the 
sacred issues involved in. this war, so far 


state. 

Neither by word nor intimation, did the 
letter of the national committeeman to 
President Wilson even suggest a preference 
as between Howard and Harris. 

It is a matter of common knowledge that 
the president—being “on the ground” with 
both of them in public office—is abundantly 
capable of judging as to the relative merits 
and qualifications of each. He, of all men, 
knows which of the two can serve the gov- 
ernment best in the war crisis, and wpon 
which he could most dependably rely for co- 
operation and support of his policies. 

If there ever was a time when a United 
States senator ought to be in close, intimate 
relationship with the president it is now! 

We have had enough of senatorial) Pari- 
ahs—of senators at odds and at loggerheads 
with the administration! 

The state of Georgia is entitled to have 
a man in the senate who has access to the 
white house through the front*door and not 
through the kitchen! 

If, when asked for an expression of his 
attitude, the president had replied that Mr. 
Howard could be of best service to the 
government in this hour of peril, The Con- 
stitution would have been as zealously for 
Mr. Howard as it has been for Mr. Harris. 

But that was not what the president 
said! He said precisely the opposite! 

We have not questioned Mr. Howard’s 
patriotism, nor attacked his record; al- 
though we do very emphatically take issue 
with his lack of wisdom in refusing to lay 
down his arms and endeavor to unite the 
loyal phalanxes of Georgia into one un- 
broken, immovable, unconquerable column 
of patriotism and strength, as the president 
so strongly urged him to do. 

We do not blame him for not having 
done that. He was the victim of bull-headed 
advisers. His greatest offense lay in per- 
mitting himself to be misled into taking 
a position that jeopardized the loyal senti- 
ment of the state by needlessly dividing it. 

If the judgment of Mr. Howard’s advis- 
ers had been as potent with the people as 
it was with him the situation in this state 
would now be extremely serious, with im- 
minent danger of Hardwick’s nomination on 
a minority vote. 

Fortunately the masses of the people 
were quicker to catch the inspiration of the 
president’s appeal than was the inner circle 
of the Howard campaign organization —. 
which, instead of responding to that appeal, 
hoisted the black flag and shifted the attack 
to ce of personalities and abuse solely with 
the view of holding the mind of thé public 
away from the president’s letter. 

And in so doing Howard’s chieftains 
have placed the Howard campaign upon 
either one.or the other of two bases: 

Either upon the basis of defying the 
president or, if unwilling to accept that 
as a true statement of their position, then 
there is no other alternative than that their 
position is that the president is a jellyfish 
who doesn’t know what he is talking about, 
and who is so spineless as to have allowed 
himself to be grossly misled by the letter 
to which he replied.

Editor Constitution: Regarding the sena- 
torial race here, I desire to say, as you know, 
how some of the people of north Georgia

FASTING FOR TBC. 


The vital importance of complete rex tx 
bed in the early stage of tuberculosis has 
been repeatedly mentioned in this columa. 
It is a remedial agent which too many fool- 
hardy victims of the “con” fail to utilize, 
in their headlong pursuit of an alleged 
climatic cure. Dr. C. D. Spivak. of Denver, 
speaks of fasting as the only form of rest 
available for the disestive tract, in cases 
of tuberculosis in which the intestines are 
affected. 

Dr. Spivak first found that brief fasts 
were of some value in treating such cases, 
and later he was encouraged to prescribe 
more prolonged fasts. 

For example, he suggests that a tubere- 
culosis, patient who vomits a given meal 
daily_ should omit that mo-al entirely for 
several consecutive days; that one who has 
no appetite should omit one or two meals 
daily until the appetite returns; that one 
who suffers pain or distréss after eating 
should fast for several meals. 

To the utter consternation of those rule- 
of-thumb advisers who think the treatment 
of tuberculosis consists of stuffing the pa- 
tient and shipping him off to some resort, 
Dr. Spivak observes that this therapeutie 
fasting has brought aliout distinct improve- 
ment in nearly every instance and has never 
proved harmful in any case. 

It is reasonable to a scientific mind that 
when the body functions are diminished, ag 
in most cases of ordinary lung tuberculosis, 
the diet should be adapted to the Individual] 
capacity of the patient, and not laid down by 
rule-of-thumb. The antique custom of pour- 
ing in large quantities of raw eggs and milk 
or feeding the patient excessive quantities 
of any food not naturally desired, was illog- 
ical and generally harmful in the long run. 

There is an inferior type of nursés that 
delights to advise amy one who complains 
of being weak or run down or tifed out 
to take strychnin, either in tablets, or in 
the mysterious junk called hypophosphites. 
The notion is founded on the positive fact 
that strychnin will cause even the puniest 
weakest baby to throw a fit. If enough is 
given. It is about as sound as the popular 
notion that because a victim of tuberculosis 
is underweight or wéak thé proper thing is 
to pour in eggs, and raw eggs at that, be- 
cause Mrs. Grundy or somebody once as- 
sumed that raw eggs were as good or better 
than cooked eggs. Mrs. Gamp approves, too, 
especially when a little wine is added to 
the chatgeé. 

What the victim of TBC requires is a 
complete rest from every unnecessary func- 
tional activity—which means remaining in 
bed for many weeks or months. He is for- 
tunate indeed if he can have Grundyless, 
Gampless medical advicé and stpervision 
throughout the iliness.

Railroad Ownership. 

On the question of railroad owner- 
ship Mr. Upshaw said: 

“My plank is safe and conservative:

“T have always contended, both as 
a speaker and an editor, that utmost 
fairness be shown the railroads, for 
the builders of these great sinews of 
our progress are benefactors of man- 
kind. I still have an open mind while 
this great, grave problem is in process 
of solution. But the logic of events 
has long been forcing the railroads to- 
ward governmental ownership. 

“It seems to me that common sensé 
teaches that if it has been necessary to 
take over the railroads and_ spend 
countless millions of dollars upon them 
to secure that co-ordination and ‘co- 
operation necessary to the highest pos- 
Bible efficiency, the time will never 
come when these properties can be re- 
turned to private ownership without 
hurting the public service and the pub- 
lic treasury. 

“Tf it be argued that the ponderous 
mee yge of the government would 
reed political corruption, I answer 
that the same argument might be made 
against governmental ownership and 
operation of the great postoffice sys- 


tem. 

“Tf it be claimed that governmental 
ownership will infringe upon. state 
rights and ‘cause schedules to be fixed 
in Washington,’ I answer that we can 
trust the same peeeet pecriotiom that 
we have trusted in handling our mails 
and countless other channels of nation- 
al blessings. 

‘Finally, if it be argued that gov 
ernmental ownership would bring ne- 
aro conductors offensively to the front, 
IT answer, not while Anglo-Saxon blood 
courses through southern veins—not 
while the chivalrous white men of the 
south have heads that are clear and 
hearts that are true. 

“T believe in absolute fairness and 
justice to the negro. But it would 
never be best for the negro or an 
political partv to thrust the negro of- 
fensively to the front in a section that 
will be forever dominated by Anglo- 
Saxon blood. 

“Tf the national government rightly 
builds great highways for the public 
good, then this same government 
should build and operate great steer 
hithways for the public welfare. 

“The inevitable logic of the situa- 
tion is this: These public utilities are 
a national necessity. Then let the gov- 


ernment operate them and guarantee | 


their highest efficiency. If at a loss, 
let the government bear it, and if et 
a profit, let the people share it.”

Tax on Cotton Suggested. 


Suggestions. by Mr. Moore for a tax 
of $3 a bale on cotton stirred up mem- 
bers from the cotton states. Repre- 
sentative Hardy, of Texas, protested 
that wheat and corn were not .taxed 
and Representative Crisp, of Georgia, 
declared cotton growers were patriotic 
enough to pay a tax, but it would be 
unfortunate. Mr. Moore replied that 
the government was controlling prices 
of wheat, corn and. other agricultural 
products and ought to tax cotton to 
equalize conditions. Steel, he said, al- 
ready was heavily taxed. 

Representative Moore, citing Presi- 
dent Wilson’s revenue address to con- 
gress, declared “the president's hand 
in the preparation of the bill is plain- 
ly evident.” 

“There was little else for the repub- 
lican minority to do but help in good 
faith to bring in a bill as free from 
injustice and inequalities as could be 
obtained under existing conditions,” he 
said. “It would net have come to the 
house in its present form if the re- 
sponsti*y had rested upon a repub- 
lican administration.”

‘If this bill, by faising the normal 
income tax”, he said, “and reducing in 
proportion the higher sureties, will 
have thé effect of preventing the 
masses from purchasing Liberty bonds, 
it may not be satisfactory to its 
framers.” ° 


As'‘an inequality he cited that 78 per 
cent of all corporation and income 
taxes in 1916 were paid Dy ten north- 
ern, mid-northern and western states. 
e might suggest,” he added, “that 
the administration received its strong- 
est political support from ten states 
whi pay but one-fifth of the taxes. 
It is undeniably true. that the north- 
ern states are most heavily taxed.” 

Voicing one republican complaint 
against the bill, Representative Ford- 
ney declared “this is the first time in 
history that a nation at war did not 
increase its import duties.” 

“Now is the most appropriate time 
for tariff for revenue,” said he. “Great 
Britain, the great free trade country, 
ris collecting $10.70 per capita for its 
45,000,000 people and we aré collect- 
ing but $1.72. You democrats take or- 
ders from the white house and we fol- 
low od legislation,” he added in con- 
trasting legislative programs. 

“The republicans have as loyally sup- 
ported the government. as have 0 
democrats,” continued Mr. Fordney, 
turning to a recent speech of Repre- 
sentative Ferris, of Oklahoma, whom 
he quoted as saying republicans sup- 
port war measures “because they fear 
tage get hell if they didn’t.”

Boston, Mass., September 9.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Chicago Cubs exploded in 
one inning today and for the third 
time threw away a game which seemed 
to be won. 

The Cubs, although they have shown 
themselves to be a better team, are 
beaten, and in spite of their heroic ef- 
forts to redeem themselves, have only 
a fighting chance left to win the 
world’s championship. They were 
whipped 3 to 2 today, although they 
outhit the Red Sox almost one to two, 
had more than double the number of 
runners on the bases and had three 
times as many opportunities to score 
runs. 

_ The Cubs are out of luck—but luck 
in’ baseball is a strange and varied 
quantity. The Cubs have lost three 
Eames, which they might have won, 
but the battle today was one which was 
decided on one guess—and a guess 
which made Babe Ruth the great hero 
of the current event. 

Crisis in Fourth Inning. 

That guess came in the fourth in- 
ning, the inning which, by the way, 
seems to be fatal for the Cubs.

A corn crop of 2,672,000,000 bushels 
this year was forecast today from Scp- 
tember 1 conditions. 

That would be almost a half a billion 
bushels less than last year’s crop and 
slightly smaller than the average crop 
of the five years from 1912 to 1916. 

The spring wheat crop showed im- 
provement and there was an increase of 
21,000,000 bushels in the forecast Of 
production, bringing the prospective 
crop to 343,000,000 bushels. With the 
winter wheat crop of 556,000,000 bush- 
els previously announced, thig year’s 
total wheat crop will be 899,000,005 
bushels. That is almost 250,000,000 
more than was harvested last year. 

Estimated production of other crops 
compared with those made a month ago 
showed various changes. Oats had a 
49,000,000-bushel imcrease; tobacco a 
20,009,000-pound loss; hay a 13,000,00v- 
ton loss, and white potatoes a 6,000,000- 
bushel loss.

The William Schley Howard cam- 
paign management, in desperation to
